freedom was coming up for a vote in the U S. 
House of R epresentatives, there would be a 
m arch on W ashington

The bill requires all federal agencies to m ake 
records available on request to any citizen. 
Except for certain specified agencies like the 
Central Intelligence Agency. Federal secrecy

This would return to the full meaning of 
the First Amendment, which says freedom ot 
the press shall not be abridged 
It would affirm a principle neglected so often

It will be a great coup for the labor-liberal 
alliance to bring New York S tate back into the 
D em ocratic corral This would ease things tor 
1968 


There are m ighty few political sophisticates 
who do not believe that Mr. Rockefeller won’t 
use the governorship as a platform for another 
effort to get the Republican presidential nom ina­ 
tion in ’68 


Mr Rockeieller and his advisors already have 
started to exploit what they believe are differ­ 
ences between some labor forces and the P resi­ 
dent 
The governor’s cam paign com m ittee has

Johnson himself hasn't! 
changed his objectives. He is 
more fam iliar with 
his job David Lawrenet 
and concerned with a lot m ore problems than 
when he took office. 


The reasons for tile diminishing popularity 
are the sam e as those which other presidents 
have encountered 
They are a com bination of 
circum stances—some economic and som e cmo- 
tional—which affect political thinking through­ 
out the land 
The Dem ocratic party perceives 
the trend and is itself expecting som e losses 
of 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l seats in the November 


elections 
The basic causes of the P resident's decline

nine sutures of the abdomen, seven sutures be 
low the eve, suffered contusions of the back and 
legs, and ha- been emotionally upset because 
of this attack 
The county dog warden was called the same 
day. but legally could not take the dog because 
it was tied on the ow ner’s property upon his 
arrival This dog has seven offenses on record 
at the Courthouse in Lisbon Five of these attacks 
have taken place off the owner s property. In 
each incident the owner has paid m edical fee- 
but. in the last incident he did not even inquire 
as to the boy's condition Many of us have g(v;r 
to the expense of putting up fences, but wnv 
should we have to go to this expense’’ 
If this dog was a human being who had a: 
tacked seven people he would he In prison bv 
now 
This dog is a dangerous threat to oui 
children, but is protected bv 
a $2.25 dog Ii 
cense What kind of fools are we and what kind 
of laws do we have that give a dog better pro 
tection and more freedom than we allow our 
selves'.’ We would do better bv our children to 
buy them a dog license than a birth certificate 
The parents of the boy attacked ask for a 
court hearing, which took place on April 26 
1966 The best the court could do was oiler a 
suggestion to the owner to dispose of (ne dog 
within two w eek' 
No action was taken by the 
owner Twenty - five people in Hillcrest signed 
and sent a petition bv registered mail to the 
Courthouse stating that the dog wa* still with 
the owner No response has been received from 
the petition 
When conscientious parents bear. love. freri 
and give protective treatm ent for disease an.’, 
then have to send their children out to plav 
where a dog attacks, mangles their little bedim 
and possibly kill them , it m akes our work seem
